The First Gun of the War. 
Commodore John Desken, comn.andixg steam- 
ship City of Pucbla. - 

I believe I saw the first shot fired in 
the civil war. I was second officer of 
the steamer Star of the West, which 
was fired upon by the Southerners at 
Sewell’s Point. We had on board sol- 
diers and supplies for General Ander- 
son at Fort Sumpter. We sailed under 
sealed orders and did not know where 
we were going until after they 
were opened at sea. But Buchanan’s} 
Secretary of the Interior, Jacob Thomp- 
son telegraphed our departure und 
destination to the rebels at Charleston, 
and they layin wait to give us a re- 
ception. About 7 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of January 9, 1861, the masked 
battery on Sewell’s Point opened fire. 
The shot fell thick and fast; one just 
tIissed the pilot house, and another 
passed between the smoke pipe and 
walking-beam, almost grazing the legs 
of a Quartermaster named Hannigan, 
who was in the ‘port chains’’ 
heaving the lead. Hannigan 
reeled up the line and _ started 
for the other side of the ship when Cap- 
tain McGowan said to him: ‘‘Hanni- 
gan, where are you going?’ go- 
ing over to the other side;-I don’t like 
them things. I can heave the lead on 
the other side just as well,’’ said Han- 
nigan. ‘‘Tut, tut!” said the captain, 
‘cannon balis don’t strike twice in the 
same place!’’ But Hannigan felt ner- 
vous. We had notagun. It was about 
two miles to Fort Sumpter, and we had to 
pass within point blank range of all the 
guns of Fort Moultrie. Capture or de- 
struction was inevitable, so after being 
under fire about five minutes the cap- 
tain ordered the helm hurd-aport and 
we came back to New York.

CENTRAL AMERICA. 


The State Nepartment’s Report 
of Barrios’ Movement. | 


ACTION TAKEN BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


Unofficial Details of the Abandonment of the 
Movement Against San Salvador — 
by Barrios- 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Wasmineton, March 17. — Secretary 
Bayard has written a letter to Senator 
Miller, Chairman of the Senate Commit- 
teeion Foreign Relations, giving him all 
the information possessed by the State 
Department concerning Barrios’ move- 
ment. The first intimation received by 
the department in regard to the revolu- 
tionary movement was a telegram from 
Barrios to the President announcing that 
he had assumed the title of Supreme Mili- 
tary Chief, aud that the Minister of For- 
eign Relations of Guatemala would soon 
come to Washington. Later dispatches 
have been received stating the Republics 
of San Salvador, Nicaragua and COosta 
Rica would resist Barrios, and requesting 
the interference of the United States Gov- 
ernment. A telegram from Hall, United 
States Minister to Central America, re-

Upon these rep- 
resentations the State Department sent a

instructing him -that Government, 
while believing the voluntary association 
of the interests of the Central American 
States desirable, would not countenance 
any display of force by any one or more 
States to coerce others; and that the United 
States stands ready to exert her influence 
to averta conflict and promote peace. 
Similar messages were sent to the Gov- 
ernments of Nicaragua and San Salvador, 
and like verbal assurances given the 
Minister of Costa Rica in respect to his 
Government. No communication has 
been received from or sent to the Govern- 
ment of Honduras. The Mexican Minis- 
ter has conferred with Secretary Bayard 
as to the course taken by: Mexico, and 
was informed that this Government 
would use all moral influences and lend 
its good offices to prevent the destruction 
of the autonomy of the Central 
American States, and to this end 
would be glad to have the co-operation 
of Mexico. Later but unofficial details 
state that on the 10th the Guatamalian 
expeditionary movement against San Sal- 
vador was stopped and Barrios asked 


sioners to arrange a settlement. 

Secretary Bayard further states that 
Sefior Batres, Minister of San Salvador at 
this Capitol, has been deprived of his 
mission because of his association with 
the movement of Barrios, and a new Min- 
ister will goon be sent here. The orders 
given naval vessels for the protection 
of American interests in Central America 
are given in detail, and the Secretary ex- 
presses the opinion that no obligation to 
interfere rests upon this Government 
under any treaties with the States in- 
volved. The Department has no intima- 
tion that any European power has inter- 
fered or contemplates interference in the 
present difficulties in Central America.

A MAN'S WRONGS. 


Ex-Senator Johnson Seeking a Par- 
: don for T. A. Sprag ae. 
San Franoisco, March 17.—A large 


number of persons. were in attendance 


to-day on the State Prison Directors at 


San Quentin, seeking pardons fer prison- 
ers. Ex-Senator Grove Johnson was 
among the number, and presented a pow- 
erful plea on behalf of T. A. Sprague, who 
was some years ago sentenced to life- 


imprisonment for the alleged murder of 
Moore of Santa Barbara. This is one of 
the most extraordinary and outrage- 
ous aets of injustice al- 
lowed in a civilized land. After 
Sprague’s conviction and sentence it was 
shown that he was the victim of a con- 
spiracy and was innocent of the crime of 
which he was charged and sentenced. He 
has, however, been kept in imprisonment 
all these years, simply because Judge 
Hines, who sentenced him, refused at the 
time to sign a bill of exceptions, thus 
reventing the right of an appeal. 
Siounte was denied a new trial, and 
there is no way of reaching his case ex- 
ro by arelease or overturning the es- 
tablished rules of criminal procedure. 
So far the Prison Directors have refused 
to recommend the former, and the latter 
can only be accomplished by an act of 
the Legislature. In the meantime 
Sprague remains in jail. 


A SHAME.

Gitroy, Cal., March 17.—The prelim- 
inary examination of Maggie Rosas, 
charged with infanticide, was held to-day.

HAZEN CREATES A SENSATION IN COURT- 


Cleveland’s First State Reception—Nomi- 
tions Confirmed—The “‘Boomers”’ 
Still in Camp. 


Associated Press Digpatches to The Times. 
Wassineton, March 17.—Mr. Blair's 
resolution authorizing the Committee on 
Education and Labor to sit during the 
recess was adopted. 
Mr. Cullom’s resolution for a select 
committee to investigate the subject of 


interstate commerce was laid before the 
Senate, and after a long debate adopted 
without division. It provides for a select 
committee of five Senators to sit during 


the recess and make a full examination of 


the regulation of the transportation of 
freights and passengers between the, sev- 
eral States by railroads and water routes 
in connection or competition therewith, 
and report to the Senate next December. 
The Senat; then went into executive ses- 
sion. 

The nomination of Joseph 8. Miller to 
be Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
vice Walter Evans, was sent to the Senate 
yesterday and reported favorably from 
the Senate Committee on Finance to-day, 
and taken up in executive sessicn. The 
point was made that Evans had not re- 
signed. This gave rise to a discussion, 
during which a message was received 
from the President renominating Mr. 
Miller, vice Walter Evans, to be removed, 
and withdrawing . the nomination of 
yesterday. During the subsequent pro- 
ceedings it was deyeloped that Evans 
told the Secretary of the Treasury that he 
would resign whenever the Secretary 
wished. Evans, it was explained, sup- 
posed he would be called upon for his res- 
ignation, while Secretary Manning under- 
stood his expression of willingness to 
resign was his resignation in fact. Re- 
publican Senators said there was no 
intention to antagonize the administration 
in this regard, and expressed the opinion 
that the position of Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue was one which ought to be 
filled by one of the President’s choice, but 
they thought an injustice had been done 
Evans, in not giving him an opportunity 
to resign. The nomination was referred 
to the Finance Committee. 

The discussion on Central American 
affairs, begun yesterday, was then re- 
sumed, the pending question being the. 
resolution offered on Friday by Edmunds 
declaring it to be the sense of the Senate 
that Barrios, President of Guatemala, 

should be prevented from carrying out 
his scheme of annexing neighboring re- 
publics. 

The resolution was criticised as amount- 
ing substantially to a declaration of war, 

and Senator Ingalls proposed an amend- 

ment to modify itin this regard.

HAZEN’S TRIAL. 


A Sensation Created in Court by the 
General. 
WASHINGTON, March 17.—The examina- 
tion of Gen. Hazen was continued to-day 
before the general court-martial. He 
testified that the newspaper interview 
complained of was inacurate in several 
particulars, and that he was not aware he 
was being interviewed with a view to pub- 


lication. There was a decided sensation 
in court when Hazen, with great feeling, 
said: ‘I had no official responsibility for 
the decisions of the Secretary of War. I 


had a responsibility to do everything in 


my power for the relief of the ex- 
pedition—the responsibility which one 
man bears to another. There was no 
fortune which I possessed, no energy 
which I possessed, which was not due to 
those imperilled men. To help them out 
I was ready te spend every cent I pos- 
sessed, and in 1882, when the Neptune 
was to be sent and Congress late in mak- 
ing the appropriation for it, I engaged 
that vessel on my own responsibility. 
I would have done the same thing in 1883 
if I had Been permitted to do it.’’ The 
cross-examination of the witness was then 
begun, but nothing important was elic- 
ited up to the time the court adjourned.

Stringent orders have been 
sent the Russian commander to use every 
possible means to avoid a conflict, or 
excitement to conflict. The above orders 
will be repeated.’’ Several interrogato- 
ries were at once put, but Gladstone de- 
clined to answer them and deprecated any 
further questioning of the government 


upon the question at present. 


‘Gladstone, in connection with the 
Afghan inquiries, stated the demands of 
the British government for the with- 
drawal of the Russians from their ad- 
vanced position had lapsed. This aa- 


nouncement was received with ironical

THE DARK SOUDAN. 


Its Religious, Political, Geographi- 
cal and Military Features. 


STUART STANLEY’S GRAPHIC PICTURES. 


England’s Relation to the Egyptian Question 
—Wolseley’s Blunders—A Chapter 
of the Nile. 


occupied the Grand Opera House audi- 
torium last night, and enjoyed the 
rapid and masterly word-sketching of 
Capt. Stuart Stanley, as he drew for 
them a graphic picture of the Soudan 
in its manifold aspects. The bronzed 
veteran—in whom the dress of the 
platform could not hide the soldier— 
was introduced by Mayor Spence. The 
gist of his lecture, which we have re- 
inforced with personal conversations, 
18 as follows: 


In dealing with the comprehensive 
Soudan question it is well to divide the 
subject into four parts, and consider it 
in its religious line, its political line, 
its geographical line and its military 
line. First, then, as to its 
RELIGION. 

Let us first speak of the principles of 
Mohametanism, or more properly of 
Islamism, and the rise and progress of 
that faith. History tells you how the 
first wave of Arab exodus swept across 
from the shores of Northern Africa into 
Spain; and how it was expelled from 
the latter country about the same time 
that Columbus discovered America. 
Islamism is another form of Monothe- 
ism, or Unitarianism. Its followers 
believe in the unity of God, and that 
Mohamet is God’s Rassoul (envoy, 
or messenger, not prophet.) They 
are very tolerant in their re- 
ligion— more so than most. of 
us. When the Jews were expelled 
from all Christendom, they received 
shelter and protection among the Mo- 
hametans. In the mosques (churches) 
of Islam you will see no images or pic- 
tures of any sort, but upon the side of 
the wall which faces toward Mecca, a 
niche is left to receive a copy of the 
Koran, or sacred writing. Four or five 
times daily they are called to pray by 
the Muezzin (criers). Since Mohame- 
tanism is a compound of Judaism and 
Christianism, the Mohametans hold in 
great veneration the patriarchs of the 
Old Testament, admit that Christ was a 
great prophet, but rank Mohamet as 
greater. While they assert that theirs 
is the faith of true believers, (Mussul- 
men) they are willing to admit that 
there is salvation for all others. They 
believe with Milton, that the great 
Creator, who 


Prefers, before all temples, 
‘The upright heart and pure,”’ 


will find a placein the happy hunting 
grounds of the future for the good of 


black man, for the white man and for 

the red Indian; for the children of 

Judah, of Jesus and of Mohamet. 
POLITICS. 

The Soudan question has arisen from 
the Egyptian question, and the latter 
exists because of the Indian question, 
which in turn owes its existence to the 
great Eastern question; that is, the 
partition of the dominions of the Grand 
Turk. So long as England wishes to 
retain India, it is {of vital importance 
to her to command the Suez Canal and 
the Red Sea, which latter may be looked 
4ipon as a prolongation of the former. 
It will be necessary for her to exercise 
predominant influence over the region 
extending from Alexandria ‘to Abys- 
Sinia; or in other words, to permit no 
other power to control the valley of 
the Nile; because the route from Eng- 
land to India via the Suez canal and 
Red Sea can be covered in three weeks 
less than by doubling the Cape of 
Good Hope. if Constantinople were 
given to Russia, that power would soon 
control the head waters of the Euphrates 
and the Tigris, and the valley of Mes- 
apotamia; would in a short time make of 
Bagdad a fortress of the first order; and 
would then be in a position to act to the 
greatest advantage against Persia and 

The Eastern question, so far as 
nd is concerned, may be summed 
up in'this way: The Suez Canal and 
Red Sea route must be kept open at all 
costs; and Russia must not be permit- 
ted to occupy Constantinople. For her 
possession of the latter city would en- 
able her to neutralize all the advantages 
gained by England’s occupation of 


Egypt. 
| GEOGRAPHY. 

Geographically speaking, Egypt prop- 
er may be said to end at Assouan, where 
is the first cataract of the Nile. Nubia 
extends from that point almost to the 
confines of Khartoum, where two 
branches of the Nile unite and form 
what is called the Island of Méroé. In 
the lower part of the delta of the Nile 
rain falls about 30 times from October 
to April, making about 30inches. About 
Cairo there only falls half that quantity. 
But when we reach Assouan, over a belt 
extending from there to Dongola, rain 
is almost unknown. I have known 
nine years there without a drop. It is 
because of this fact that the desert ex— 
tending from Koroske to Abu Hamad 
is 80 difficult to traverse —a desert over 
250 miles in width, and the routes 
across which are clearly marked by the 
skeletons of the animals which have 
died in trying to traverse it. Above 
Abu Hamad commences another belt,

As to the 
final issue of the struggle, there can be 
no doubt whatsoever. England will 
reach Khartoum just as she reached 
Magdala; for no number of tribes, how- 
ever brave, though assisted by 
many of the forces of nature, 
can hope to resist the efforts of a 
great empire of 300,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. Itis more than probable that 
Khartoum, once occupied, will receive 
by the side of its native ruler, an Eng- 
lish agent or resident, such as are found 
in the gemi-independent States of India. 
But it is not at all likely that the region 
about Khartoum will be controlled by 
that agent. For whilst the present 
(Liberal) government remains in 
power, there will exist no disposition to 
take such a grip on the Nile valley as 
might lead to the creation of a vast 
African empire.

There are those whe 
prostitute their accidental position in 
journalism—that calling as sacred as 
the priesthood we revere—to perpetrate 
their puny, puns on Ireland’s hero. 
‘But I do not think we should blame 
‘them for this. crime against the liberties 
of a people. I will say, however, that 
their intellects are circled by the rim of 
their hats!” 

This geutle toot, which .Mr. Daley 
said all by himself, was aimed as a 
crushing rebuke tothe innocent and 
unmalicious annotated biography of St. 
Patrick, published in Monday’s TIMES 
(a few copies left at 5 cents each), The 
speaker defined himself correspondingly 
on another issue soon after. He said. 

‘It is now time for the Irish patriot 
to come down to the practical. It is 
for us to free our country and drive out 
the tyrant. How shall this be done? 
[A loud voice from the gallery, ‘‘dyna- 
mite!"’ Great applause.] No; I won't 
accept that proposition unqualified. I 
am no dynamiter in the accepted sense of 
the word.. It is the duty of Irishmen to 
oppose all oppression in whatever land.
